states. 'There was violence, 
there were serious crimes, 
every type of organised crime, 
murder, embezzlement and 
drug dealing. Two of the 
members did a home invasion 
and a murder.^^

Not that MCs always hang 
out in bars. Tensions boiled 
over in 2010 when members of 
rival gangs, some wielding 
hammers, fought outside a 
Santa Cruz Starbucks before 
scattering as police arrived. 
"The Vagos came in and tried 
to cement their presence,” 
Santa Cruz deputy police chief 
Steve Clark said. "It was a 
pretty strong play on their part 
to establish themselves as the 
premiere club. Only in Santa

childhoods. 

Cooley says: "They 
come from broken homes and 
are on the run from the law. 

In an MC, you make all your 
decisions together, decisions 
on what business the club is 
going to get into.” 

Informant Falco ended his 
time undercover with biker 
gang the Mongols, who were ^ 
the deadliest of all. 

"They were just kids but 
were willing to go to prison 
they expected it,” Falco 
explains. "They were obsessed 
with killing Hells Angels. 
There might be cameras, but 
they didn^t care. They almost 
stabbed a Hells Angel to death 
at a Chuck E Cheese pizza joint 
in broad daylight.”

No general sale! 

With fight tickets already trading for 
upwards of £16,000 on the black 
market - despite not having been 
officially released - the average Joe 
already has his work cut-out getting 
his hands on one.
